19th 1891,councilman George Kricker,

Every 
ane knew thf: money had gone to 
buikl a sewer, and because of the 
building of this sewer and the street 
railway, much suffering had been 
prevented among the poor people. 
Tffhile streets of other cities had been 
Sled with beggars, our city had 
passed through the crises compara- 
tively 
unscathed."

sasy observation, that in the four 
years since 1895 the debt has been1 


lessened a total of 878,000, or an 
average of 317,000 per year.

Hon. Eugene Y. Eeba delighted a 


large audience at the Grand Opera 
bouse last night. He held their 
"dose and undivided attention for two 
hours and more and when he closed, 
there was not a person 'present wha. 
was not sorry and the 
concluding 


words of the great Labor champion 
were lost In a great outburst of en- 
thusiastic approval. 


It was just eight o'clock when 


Peter Franck, in a neat speech intro- 
duced Mr. Debs to the audience 
that filled the opera house com- 
pletely. He came forward and 
from 


She first sentence seemed to have 
captivated his audience. 


The key note of Mr. Deba lecture 


was that the evils of our day were 
due to the competitive system of 
business but he saw iu the near 
future the rainbow of promise in the 
Co-operative plan which was sure to 
tome. It is not possible to give his 
lecture ID full but a fsw points gath- 
ered here and there are noted. 


Mr. Deba said there was something 


wrong with a system where the man 
who works fche hardest and the long- 
est had the least to show for it. 
"I 


object to a social system" said .he 
"where one man has more in his pos- 
session than he can use while thou- 
sands Buffer for the bare necessities 
of life." There are two kinds o£ social 
systems. Under one a few have and 
enjoy the riches of tbe earth .while 
the masses are the hewers of wood 
and tbe drawers of water; under the 
other the earth and its blessings are 
l,he common 
heritage of all the 


people. The former has been, the 
}atter is to be. 
I;I am absolutely 


Certain tbe hour for the new social 
revolution is at hand." 


Mr. Dets then drew a picture of 


tbe conditions in tbe laboring world 
Sfty years ago when none were arro- 
gantly rich and none abjectly poor, 
and as it is today when the' machine 
iias inaugurated the tramp era. Dp 
to a certain period a man controls his 
money, after that his money controls 
Slim. George M. Pullman had the 
jower to press a judicial button and 
aend men to the prisons; he had 
power to press a military button and 
bring out the military with shotted 
guns and gleaming bayonets to dye 
ihe streets of Chicago with blood 
drawn from the veins of the working 
soen, who had helped DO make the 
Republic great and who had made 
3»Ir. Pullman's riches possible. From 
that hour Pullman began to decline 
and deatb soon claimed him. 


The tramp is the most melancholy 


iigure in modern civilization. 
He is 


t.he victim of circumstances he does 
not make or control. A man loses 
liis job and comes home with tbe 
saddest message a man can bring to 
his wife, and then begins his never- 
ending tramp for work. The only 
QC« who recognix.es him is a police- 
aaan and his only greeting is "move 
on er—." 
His journey is nob made 


in a Pullman. It is either on a 
freight or on the trucks of a passen- 
ger. If you are very rich these days 
you can get a pass. 
If you belong to 


the middle class you can buy mileage 
but if you are very poor you must 
pay full fare or get put off the train. 


The trouble with our civilization 


today is we judge men ty their ap- 
pearance, by their money instead of 
iheir ruannood. 
Our society helps 


ihose who can help themselves. It is 
ihe anxious servant of the well dressed 
man and shrinks from the seedy 
aaan who bears the (lag of distress. 
It is ne wonder tbe tramp loses his 
aigh purposes in life and becomes em- 
aittered 
and imbued with a deep 


sense of wrong. 


The motto of the business world is 


ihat profit is of more importance 
l*hao human life. 'I contend that 
iuman life is more important than 
anything else and I am doing what 1 
can to dethrone the almighty dollar 
In this deadly conflict for wealth the 
strongest crush the weakest and there 
is no place for tbe 
man who faila 


They call It the survival of the fit 
test, I call it the survival of th 


slickest." 


Over In West Virginia, 200 and 300 


feet below the surface In little cells, ] 
deep and dark and damp:and shut off i 
from tbe sunlight of heaven, I have 
seen thousands of buman 
beings, 


miners they call them. ' They are fol- 
lowing their OWQ hearses to the pot- 
ters field. They work six, eight and 
ten months .and never see a dollar in 
money, thanks to the company store 
where he is overcharged and to the 
weighers by whom he is cheated.

I saw hogs rooting in 
what once had been school houses and 
the children of those Virginia miners 
are half-human and half-beast.

A TAX PAYER 


Smashes Some of Judge Mil- 


ner's Arguments. 


f HY THE RIPPER IS BAD 


Set Forth in Pointed Statements 


That He Who Runs May Read. 


Hipper Is Bad, Radically Bad, and It 


Should Be Defeated by an Over- 


whelming Majority. 


Ed. Times:—Some of.our business 


men seem to feel the burden of taxa- 
tion more than the citizens in gen- 
eral of this city. Yet, why this is so 
is not potent to the mind of the 
writer. 
However, they have suc- 


ceeded in getting a new plan of ad- 
ministration of our municipal govern- 
ment submitted to the people. 
I 


Lave carefully examined the provis- 
ions of the new charter and I will 
frankly say that I believe there are 
many commendable features in it. 
I attended the meeting at the opera 
house on the evening of the 22d, and 
was impressed with the arguments of 
Hie worthy gentlemen who advocated 
the adoption of the charter, especially 
that of Judge Oshorn, who seems to 
have given the subject much atten- 
tion. The first speaker of Jfche even- 
ing, Judge Milner, among other 
things, paid a glowing tribute to the 
county commissioners of this county, 
and pointed to their administration 
as a n example of economy. I have 
often said ia private, and now I pub- 
licly declare, that the board of com- 
missioners of Scioto county has been 
composed of the best material that 
could be obtained, and it was a mat- 
ter oE regret to me that Joseph W. 
Smith was not elected to a third 
teem. We can only express the hope 
that the board of county commission- 
ers will still continue to be what it 
was in the past. But I am entirely 
convinced tuat the efficiency and the 
good administration of this body is 
cliiefly due to the people themselves, 
who, in this case, have, and should 
have, the "appointing power.". It is 
because the commisioners are wholly 
accountable to the people for their 
conduct in office that they have done 
so well. 
The speaker above named 


disapproved of the election of the 
board of public affairs by the people 
on the ground that they would subor- 
dinate their duty to selfish purposes, 
among which was a second election. 
His eulogy of the board of county 
commissioners will aowser his own 
argument. 


While there are some good features 


in the new plan, as we have said, 
there is a oad one that overbalances 
all the good ones. That is in the 
method of the appointment of the 
board of public affairs. 
The appoint- 


ment, of the board, that is to have 
"exclusive care, management 
and 


control of all the property of the city 
of every kind and 
description 
and 


shall have exclusive power to con- 
struct, supervise, clean and repair, 
grade and impor've all streets, aven-

It is openly asserted in the 
state of Ohio and county of Scioto, 
that in the past there have been 
made certain ante-election promises 
to men in our board of county school 
examiners, which, to the detriment 
our publin schcol system, have been 
fulfilled. 
I will not vouch for the 


correctness of this charge, but I have 
heard it made on different occasions. 
Then, do we want to extend this 
policy or limit it. 
This is the ques- 


tion to be settled in March 
14th. 


Every man who is able to go to the 
polls should be there, for this will be 
the last and only opportunity for him 
to be heard. 


It will soon have been a third of a 


century since Abraham Lincoln sacri- 
ficed himself upon the altar of the re- 
public, but the sentence that he ut- 
tered upon the field of Gettysburg, 
th'at had been consecrated with the 
blood of thousands of American pa- 
triots, "government of the people, 
by the people and for the people 
should not perish from the earth," 
will live as long as American civiliza- 
tion exists. It is a lesson we should 
not forget. 


At a recent convention of one of 


our great political parties at Dayton, 
Ohio, a resolution to elect United 
State senator by the direct vote of the 
people was 
unanimously adopted. 


This policy has been advocated in the 
city of Portsmouth by those who now 
advocate what they please to call the 
"federal plan." 
In view of the his- 


tory, both past and present, of the 
methods used by some of the citizens 
of Ohio to secure seats in the United 
States senate, how can anyone de- 
fend the 'federal plan? The federal 
plan is not expressive of the will of 
the people. It is not government "by 
the cocsent of the governed." 
Under the present system, if the peo- 
ple want a Blomeyer in the board of 
public works, they can have him, all 
the politicians of Portsmouth to the 
contrary, 
nowtithstanding. 
How 


would it be under the new plan? 


Another argument that was pre- 


sented to frighten the tax-payers was 
that oar tax levies are increasing. 
This we deny. The taxpayers of 
Portsmouth are paying less taxes in 
proportion to their wealth than ever 
before. 
It is true that the late is 


higher than at times in the past, but 
the duplicate value of our real estate 
varies from forty to fifty per cent of 
the real value. Property in this city 
has sold within the last six months 
for four times its duplicate value, so 


that some of the owners of real state 
are paying less than one per cent on 
its value. Compare this with other 
cities. 
Ironton was given as an ex- 


ample for high taxes and cheap prop- 
erty. Ironton has a high tax, prop- 
erty is iow. On this premise, can the 
conclusion be reached that high taxes 
make cheap property? 
If every 


house in Ironton were occupied or 
rented at a fair compensation, prop- 
erty would increase in value, capital 
would seek investment in real estate 
as iu other cities, but bhe fact is that 
hei iron industries have'ceased to ex- 
ist and the building improvements 
have advanced faster than the per- 
manent business of the town. Conse- 
quently, there is much idle property 
and much cheap property there. 


Another argument is that other 


cities governed by a board of public 
affairs are enjoying the privilege of 
living under a low tax levy. If the 
advocates of the federal plan will in- 
vestigate in the condition of affairs 
of these cities, they will find that 
there is much dissatisfaction with it. 
The board of public affairs of Cincin- 
nati has been held up as a hot-bed of 
corruption from^the very beginning 
of its existence. Contracts have been 
awarded in which .it 
was clearly 


demonstrated that the members of 
the board of public afiirs of that city 
shared in the profits. Numerous in- 
tances of fraud in connection with the 
government of Cincinnati by the 
board of public affairs have come di- 
rectly under the 'observation of the 
writer. 


No one In this city is more inter- 


ested in the good government in 
Portsmouth than I am. We all, or 
should, have this same end in view. 
We differ only as to the means. . We 
hold that if the voters would do their 
duty at the polls, our present system 
is the proper one. It is a noticeable 
fact that some of the most enthsiastic 
advocates of the new plan did all in 
their power to keep such as men Os- 
borne, Kehoe and other good men 
out of council, and now for them to 
condemn this body simply places the 
blame upon themsleves.
